intimate knowledge, of the great 
cardinal, having been his colleague 
at the Univejiity 'pf Louaain for 
several years. Several slides shown 
in connection with tha lecturo give 
a vivid portrait of the characterist- 
ics for which Cardinal Mercier is 
known. 
"Cardinal Mercier was a great 


^scholar, even before he became the 
man that he now is," said Professor 
De Wulf. "Ho studied philosophy 
for its own sake, and aimed to mod- 
ernize the ideas of the great phil- 
osophers of earlier centuries. The 
.history of philosophy occupies 
a 


large place in his writings, 
for 


which he found time to give many 


• to the world. His theory was that 
'to teach is to affirm,' and''unless a 
man understands philosophy to an 
extent, he is incapable of acting at 
his best.' To meet the great need 
of a connection between philosophy 
and physical and natural science, he 
x-ould offer psychology, chemistry. 


an<: geology as .the basis of phil- 
osophical study." 
Prof. De Wulf declared that the 


popularity 
of 
Cardinal 
Mercier 


among students in the University of 
Louvain was unbounded. His lec- 
ture room.was continually thronged 
owing to the reputation held by him 
for imparting knowledge m the most 
original and interesting manner. As 
such a lecturer he raised greatly 
the standard of intelligence of the 
entire nation. 
"Never was a man's life so com- 


plet'ely devoted to his ideals as was 
Cardinal Mercier," stated Prof. De 
Wulf. "His conception of the world 
of life, and of God was not changed 
but greatly rounded and enriched 
by his experiences in Belgium dur- 
ing the period of German atrocities 
It is a wonder to many that he dared 
to act as he did at this time. Un 
der "the manace of German violence 
he still attempted to appeal to the 
Germans when another man would 
not haVe dared to utter a word. His 
power to guide the people of Bel- 
gium in the most disastrous, circum- 
stances ever known in their history 
will never Tie forgotten by them, 
and he will always oe to them as a 
saint—a type representing the high- 
est evolution of the ideal man.

England, stated that, 'the apprehen- 
sion that has been felt in this coun- 
try over the vote of England's col- 
onies was surprising, as, in case of 
a dispute between this countrr and 
England, the colonies "would without 
doubt vote with this country, in al- 
most every case, as their problems 
and ours are almost identical. 


Prof. Fish says that the.action of 


President "Wilson in 
going to 
the 


peace conference was all that pre- 
vented the peace settlement fronr 
becoming ,a contest as to who could 
take the most from the conquered 
nations, for though the Ehglish had 
the same general views in regard 
to -a peace settlement the United 
has,'he did not feel that they would 
have been able to stand off the rest 
of- the world without the active sup- 
port of the president. , 
"England has already 
absorbed, 


about 80,000 returned soldiers 
in 


peace time industries, and is hapirly 
completing plans for providing the 
soldiers with jobs'so that they will 
not be idle for more than a month 
or two after their return to Eng- 
land," declared Prof. Fish. 


"Their plan is to give the returned 


warrior a month's vacation with pay 
before having, him take up the->or- 
dinary peace time pursuits again. 
In this way the.soldier is able to get 
a rest, and is in a better, frame of 
mind -'to settle down to work than 
would otherwise be the case., 


"In a great many cases the em- 


ployers in England have kept the po- 
sitions open for the men who. entered 
th'e service -at the outbreak of -hos- 
tilities, and the rnen who wish to re. 
turn to the positions they held.prior 
to the war are naving little difficulty' 
in doing so.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


W 


E HAVE been waiting patiently to see what is coming out 
of the Wilson-Tal: t plan for a League of Nations in which 


the United Slates is to sign up. 


Is it to be imperialistic, so that a few imperial potentates 


are to rule the world? 
- 


Or is it to be altruistic where a brotherhood of men. will 


build a new and better democracy? 


We have listened to Mr. Lenroot, to find that he is for a 


League of Nations but not the Wilson-Taft brand. Just what 
his brand is he did not make clear. - He. came here as the spokes- 
man of a certain group of senators who are very much opposed 
to the President personally, and we got the idea some how, that 
he was more opposed to the phraseology of the covenant pro- 
posed by the President than to its substance. 


We have read the criticisms of those hard hitting senators 


•—Johnson and Borah—and we have been impressed by their 
evident sincerity and their logic. 


We have read the speeches of some of those eastern Anglo- 


American senators and have felt that some of them are more 
English than American. 


But we have earnestly hoped that out of the crucible might 


come a peace giving a promise of "endurance. We have hoped 
that disarmament would be considered as of first importance in 
a League of Peace. We have hoped that cruel greed and ambi- 
tion for dominion would not find a place at the peace table. 


And first of all we have had faith that somehow at some 


time President Wilson would maintain our national honor by in- 
sisting on writing into the pact the pledge of our nation when 
his "fourteen points" were given to the world as our promise for 
peace. 


We have stood loyally by the President in war in order that 


we might the sooner win the war to get peace. 


When the^ President pledged himself to "open covenants of 


peace openly arrived at" we acclaimed'him as the chosen leader 
of the "New Freedom,"—the new democracy. 


And if President Wilson stands true to his pledges—the 


pledges made for us as a people—we shall not blame him greatly 
if he fails. 


But he must stand fast—he must not break our plighted 


faith to the world. 


Just now our faith in the President is faltering. 
Lloyd George stands before ,a questioning parliament and 


tells of the perfect accord of himself and the President. And 
then he refuses point blank to tell any of the terms of the treaty 
which has been agreed on because it is an agreed SECRET. With 
entire frankness he says that it is to be kept secret until signed. 
Parliament, he says, may repudiate the treaty but he warns the 
members that it will be hard for them to do so when the pact is 
signed. Here then are the "open covenants openly arrived at." 


Are we for the League of Nations? What league?, 
Just now we are playing in a big league of nations. Since 


April, ,1917, we have been in the league. 


And through that league we are doing things that this na- 


tion can never atone for. 


We have taken our good American boys—free men—and put 


them under foreign officers, forced them into the trackless snows 
of arctic Russia there to invade a friendly country and fight a 
nation with whom we are at peace. 


By this League of Nations are our boys to go where these 


foreign powers command? Are these FREE MEN living in a 
democracy to be conscripted to fight for a cause they detest un- 
der a foreign leadership? 


If this be the purpose of the League of Nations, or if it is 


a possibility under it, let us have done with it before w« become 
enmeshed in the world's greatest crime.

We read of a great indemnity to be demanded of-Germany 


and enforced by arms. As the treaty is secret we can only guess 
as to the truth. We want no indemnity for ourselves. But 
shall we furnish the collectors and the policemen to back them 
up to exact it for others? 


We read about, territory to be held in pawn, other territory 


to be held under guardianship, and still other territory to he 
given over to new masters against the will of its people. 


What is to be our part in these transactions? That is a 


secret which is shared only by President Wilson, Lloyd George, 
Orlando and Clemenceau. 


It begins to look as though the League of Nations is a Pan- 


dora's Box out of which is to come untold calamities to pur 
country.

Brentano finds syndicals have di- 


minished crimes, elevated the labor- 
er, have strengthened industry. 


He now believes in. universal co- 


operation, co-operation in produc- 
tion, in distribution, in credit. 


He not only urges state control of 


all important industries, but thinks 
the state should be a one-third por- 
tion in every big business. 
This change in Brentano's outlook 


came before Bavaria went over to 
Bolshevism-. The remarkable .thing 
about this change in outlook in the 
fact of its'coming'to on* of Bren- 
tano's age: men past 60 seldom 
change their views.

There is a strike in Lawrence, Mass. It is 


one of the opening shots of the struggl« between 
capital and labor, which everyone knew was dun 
to arrive 'at the end of the war,—a war after 
the war to be fought in every industri.il country. 


The strike in Lawrence was not planned by 


any responsible labor body. This was obviously 
so, since it was inopportune from the point of 
view of its own success, coming as it did in the 
slack time between war orders and the rush 
trade which is anticipated by the.mills to mert 
the demands of our demobilized armies for civil- 
ian clothes. It is a spontaneous strike, which 
is the only way that -unorganized labor cart 
strike, when some grievance arises which some- 
how ignites a smouldering sense of wrong.

Police Exceed Their Powers

HAD been told that this strike was being con- 
ducted with extraordinary moderation on 


the part of the strikers, but that the police wers 
exceeding .themselves in handling strikers and 
strike sympathizers to a point quite outside the 
law. 
So I went to see. 


And I did see. The first thing I saw was a 


striker, flat on his back, with three policemen 
standing above him, and offering no resistance 
to arrest, clubbed on* his head till the blood 
ran and he fell half-senseless on the pavement. 
In the court next day he was charged with "as- 
sault" 
When asked, "Are you guilty?" he 


answered, "I am not guilty; I did not assault. 
I "was assaulted." - No testimony :was offered 
that he had resisted arrest nor done any overt 
d;ed of violence. 
I testified as to the violence 


which I had seen done to Mm, of which indeed 
the wounds on his head bore witness. 
Never- 


theless, he was found guilty of assault and 
fined $20. 
The judge acted as a prosecutor. 


When I took my protest to responsible authori- 
ties in. Lawrence,—to those higher up, not one 


Presently the doorkeeper announced that 
striker who had just been "beaten up" wanted 
to be heard. "Admit him," cried a chorus ol 
voices, and there entered a burly Russian with 
big blue eyes aflame. 
In vehement language 


he told his story. 


ThaVmoming, be said, he had been walking 


on Essex street (which is the main street of the 
town, two blocks removed from the mills) in 
company, with two other strikers. 
He paused 


a moment to look into a shop window.. There- 
upon he was struck a blow in the back by u 
plain-clothes man who said, "Move on, you dirty 
Bolshevik." 
He turned around and said to 


the plain-clothes man, "You are a gentleman," 
whereupon the plain-clothes man cried to other 
officers who were aBbuj:, "Pull him in, pu!I him 
in, the dirty Bolshevik!"' Two officers flew at 
him and seized either arm, which they twisted 
almost out of joint. One of them dug his nails 
into the flesh of his hand and twisted his finger-*. 
He said, "You can arrest me, but why do you try 
to break my hand?" .Whereupon another po- 
liceman (or possibly it may have been one of 
those who already had hold of him) called oar 
some new insult and struck him two blows on 
the jaw. 
I myself saw his swollen and discol- 


ored face, and his swollen fingers, and the marks 
of the finger-nails dug into the back of his hand.

Dean Harry Sanger Richards and 


the Law school of which he is dean 
are nearly twins. Both were born 
in the year 1868, though the dean's 
birthplace was in Osceola, la., and 
the man and the school never met 
to compare the close chronology of 
natal days until 16 years ago. 
' Completing his preparatory work 
at Parsons College academy, Fair- 
field, la., Dean Richards entered the 
University of Iowa from which he 
was graduated with the Ph. B. de- 
gree in 1892. Study of the institu- 
tional phases of English history un- 
der Prof. Eugene Wambaugh at 
Iowa roused his interest in law and 
led him to enter Harvard law school, 
to the faculty of which Prof. Wam- 
baugh was called in the same year. 


After finishing his legal education 


in 1895, Dean Richards began a 
clerkship in a law office at St. Louis; 
but here literally 
cyclonic 
forces 


were 
at 
work to 
change the 


course of his career. The great St. 
Louis cyclone that broke over the 
city in 1896 attended by cataracts 
of falling bricks and. the din- of 
crashing plate glass, and signs and 
chimneys found Dean Richards and 
his partner, in lieu of a cyclone Cel- 
lar, weathering out the frenzy of the 
elements under the desks of their
